WASHINGTON  —  The  United  States  Mint  will  begin  accepting  orders  for  the  Franklin  Pierce  $1  Coin  Cover  at  noon  Eastern 
Time  (ET)  on  July  1,  2010.  The  limited-edition  coin  cover,  priced  at  $15.95,  includes  two  circulating  quality  Franklin  Pierce 
Presidential  $1  Coins  from  the  first  day  of  mintage  -  March  8,  2010,  for  the  United  States  Mint  at  Philadelphia,  and  March  1, 
2010,  for  the  United  States  Mint  at  Denver.  The  two  coins  are  mounted  on  a  handsome  display  card  with  a  44-cent  postage 
stamp.  The  postmark  of  May  20,  2010,  marks  the  day  the  circulating  Franklin  Pierce  Presidential  $1  Coins  were  first  released 
to  the  public.
